London, June 27.— The topic of the 
week in home politics! hits been the 
abandonment of the government's edu- 
cation bill. The measure itself was 
never liked, and was made more un- 
popular by the demands of the extreme 
clericals. This has greatly diminished 
Mr. Balfour's influence, and rumors are 
circulated that he may be compelled 
to retire from the conduct of the gov- 
ernment's business in the lower house. 
The opposition newspapers do not claim 
credit for defeating the bill, but insist 
that it is the result of a revolt in the 
Conservative party ; in fact they assert 
that such a revolt against a parliament 
ary leader has been unknown since the 
days of Peel, and they hold that it fur- 
nishes clear proof that the English do 
not intend to allow themselves to he 
" priest-ridden." 

The Speaker considers that the gov- 
ernment lias suffered more shipwreck; 
that it may remain in olfice two or three 
years, but that its prestige is gone. 

The Oobdenites to-day have been cele- 
brating the jubilee of the abolition of 
the Corn laws, by a dinner at Green- 
wich, at which the Karl of Kimberly, 
Lord Playfair, Leonard H. Courtney, 
and Thomas G. Shearman of New York, 
are among the speakers. 

An address was presented yesterday 
to the father of the House ol" Commons, 
Kt. Hon. Charles Pelham Villiers, mem- 
ber of parliament for South Wolver- 
hampton, the only survivor of the quar- 
tette which carried the measure to it 
success. On the address is the following 
curious statement: " England is an ex- 
ception to the prejudices of the civilized 
world." 

This caused the Globe this afternoon 
to remark: "Perhaps it is not alto- 
gether wonderful that after our failure 
to convert any of our rivals, the sus- 
picion is beginning to he entertained 
that the civilized world may, pet-chance, 
be right. The suspicion at any rate 
exists and may develope i\ force with 
which statesmen will have to reckon. 
Only the most rash will now venture to 
prophesy chat in another fifty years 
England will be a free trade country." 

There is no doubt that a substantial 
anti-free trade sentiment has grown up 
in England of late years. Even the Sat- 
urday Review admits that free trade has 
" only a handful of celebrants " ; adding 
"while all the world over thadominant 
tendency is in direct opposition to the 
doctrine which it was fondly believed 
was established for all time in 1S4(!." 

The Speaker, while strongly uphold- 
ing free trade, does not hope that 
other nations will change speedily, 
and says: "It is possible that 
the commercial treaties and arrange- 
ments at present occurring in both 
hemispheres, including the pan-Ameri- 
can efforts of the United States will 
eventually prove the back doors for free 
exchange." Continuing, the Speaker 
points out that in all protectionist 
countries, except the United States, the 
struggle of life is becoming harder and 
the struggle to raise an adequate revenue 
is becoming harder still. 

There is a general feeling here that 
the arrest and subsequent release of 
Crown Surveyor Harrison, of British 
Guiana, has advanced the Venezuelan 
question a stage. In any case it has led 
Great Britain to make considerable con- 
cessions to the views of the Unit'.") 
States by inviting Secretary Olney's 
good offices, and it is hoped that these 
recognitions of the claims of the United 
Stales and of Venezuela will aid to the 
conclusion of a general arbitration 
treaty. 

The Canadian firemen who have been 
taking part in the tournament here are* 
greatfly pleased with the reception which 
has been given them. At the close of 
the tournament to-day, they will visit 
Paris, and will not start for home before 
taking in the many sights on the con- 
tinent, which will probably postpone 
their departure from the other side of 
the Atlantic to the middle of July. 

The funeral of Sir Augustus Harris, 
lessee of Drury Lane theatre, who died 
last Tuesday, took place at Bronipton 
cemetery to-day. Thero was a remark- 
able gathering of notabilities present, 
and the -casket was covered with floral 
wreaths. A mong those tributes was one 
from the Prince. of Wales. 

It is reported at Tiflis that an attempt 
had been made .upon the life of the Shah 
at Teheran. The attempt was unsuc- 
cessful, the assassin being arrested on 
the spot. He proved to be a member of 
the Babi Mahommednn secret Bociety. 

According to tl>e directions left at the 
court marshalBs office the Emperor of 
Germany will remain away for his mid- 
summer vacation until .AuguBt 15. In 
Christiana His Majesty will meet King 
Oscar and the members of the Swedish 
royal family. This will be about July 
10. Emperor William's travelling suite 
is much larger than in former years, 
but prominent people will accompany 
him besides his usual companions on 
such trips. During the long cruises 
along the conBt of Norway the Emperor 
will devote his time as:'.do from current 
business to the study of the currency 
question. He is taking with him an 
extensive library bearing on the same 
aubject including lL'O English books 
and pamphlets, in addition to a 
largo number of German, French find 
Italian works on the subject. Direc- 
tions havo also been left with the 



chief of the roval library of Berlin to 
forward His Majesty any new books, 
magazines or papers bearing upon the 
matter, and they will be sent so as to 
meet the Emperor at various points he 
will touch at. 

In Germun official circlee it is expect- 
ed that a fresh attempt will be made 
in Germany in the autumn to ar- 
rive at an international understanding 
on currency matters. Preparatory work 
in anticipation of this course will be 
dorio during the summer by high 
officials of the foreign office. The cur- 
rency issue in the United States, as a 
political factor, is engaging the particul- 
ar attention of Emperor who has been 
much interested in the recent articles 
upon the subject which appeared in the 
American magazines. 

A cricket match between the first 
Shrewsbury eleven and a visiting Amer- 
ican team, the Havertord cricket club, 
was played to-day. The match was fin- 
ished so far as " the decision was con- 
cerned, but the match was cut short ow- 
ing to hick of time. Of the Americans 
only six went to bat and the scut e stood 
when their half of the game was called 
it 181 for four wickets.

Ottawa, June 27. — It is reported that 
at to-day's meeting of the council Hon. 
D. M. Eberts, Q.C., Attorney General 
of British Columbia, was appointed to 
the vacancy on the Supreme courHiench 
of that province. 

The British Columbia Liberals are 
already chasing after office in good style, 
and scores of communications are pass- 
ing from the Coast towards Mr, Laurier 
with a view to inducing him to give 
British Columbia representation in 
the cabinet. It is admitted that 
as Col. Prior had a cabinet position 
the Liberals must certainly be even up 
with the Conservatives in this respect. 
Mainland influence is being exerted on 
behalf of Morrison, but others contend 
that as Bostock put up the stuff for the 
differentcoii8tituencies,the pium should 
go to him. Senator Mclnnes thinkB the 
portfolio should look his way, and if he 
cannot get it that his son might do. 
There appears to be some fine old wrang- 
ling going on, and before the claims of 
the rivalB are Bettled there will he many 
heartburnings. 

OUTRAGES ON ARMENIANS. 

Girls nrtd Women Publicly Sold at Auction 
Hideons Enormities Perpetrated. 

Constantinople, June 27. — Denial is 
given by the sublime Porte to the state- 
ment that Turkish troops fired upon 
Armenian prisoners. The Porte con- 
tinues to hang Armenians publicly. It 
is understood that Russia will prevent 
the publication of Yialar's report. 

Complete accord exists between the 
representatives of the great powers on 
the subject of securing the appointment 
of a Christian governor of Crete and 
the fulfilment of the treaty of Haleppa. 

The Persians are promoting distur- 
bances andfomenting the revolt through- 
out Armenia. The Dhibcs have received 
Bedouin support and are driving out the 
Turks. Diplomatic pressure is being 
brought to Bear upon the Porte, increas- 
ing the chanceB of peace. 

The following statement has been re- 
ceived from Captain Vialar: "I have 
witnessed hideous enormities. Armen- 
ian girls and women were publicly sold 
at auction. A mother threw her two 
daughters into a well before my eyes to 
save them from the Turks. lCvideiic.es 
of Turkish official complicity have been 
obtained by me. The foreign press 
should be ashamed to remain indiffer- 
ent." Captain Vialar deplores the 
humiliating role accepted by Prance.

Laurier at the Mercy of His Hungry 
Quebec, Following Who Clamor 
for the Spoils. 



Saskatchewan Rejected the Liberal 
Leader and Again Returned 
a Conservative. 



Toronto, June 27. — Editorially the 
Mail, under caption of " A serious situa- 
tion," bIiows that the Conservatives 
have a majority in the Maritime Pro- 
vinces, and, dividing the Independents 
equally between the two parties, a 
majority in the rest of Canada, save in 
Quebec, whero Laurier will have a 
majority of 28, ono.of whom will be the 
Speaker. . " A little knot of French- 
Canadians," it proceeds, " can at any 
time put Laurier out. Let him refuse 
any demand, however improper it may 
be, made upon him by his Quebec 
following, and off goes his head. 
It is not to be merely 
a Quebec government at Ottawa. That 
would not be so bad if the personnel 
were safe, but the promised government 
is distinctly of the Mercier type. On- 
tario, let it be repeated, is faced with a 
very serious condition of affairs, audit 
ia incumbent upon us all, as principal 
contributors to the revenue, to watch 
events carefully and closely and do what 
we can to uphold British Canada in the 
fight that lies before ub." 

Sir Oliver Mowat has gone to Mon- 
treal, it is supposed to consult with Mr, 
Laurier re the formation of the cabinet. 
Peter Ryan is named as the possible 
representative of the Irish-Catholics in 
the Laurier cabinet. J 

The World prints a special from Mon- 
treal to the effect that a large number of 
business men had waited on Mr. Laurier 
to ask him not to have Sir Richard 
Cartwright as finance minister; also 
that President Geo. A. Cox, of the Can- 
adian Bank of Commerce, had been 
mentioned in leading Liberal circles as 
the probable finance minister. The dis- 
patch adds that Mr. Frank land, of EaBt 
York, will make way for Cox in that 
constituency. 

Montreal, June 27. — Mr. Laurier is 
now at Arthabaekaville, where he will 
remain until sent for by Earl Aberdeeen. 

Winnipeg, June 27. — Hon. Hugh 
John Macdonald left for Ottawa to-day 
to straigten up matters in his depart- 
ment before he makeB way for his suc- 
cessor. He will return to the city in a 
week or ten days and will renew the 
practice of his profession. He will sit 
for Winnipeg through parliament. 

Returns from Selkirk constituency 
are still conflicting, leaving the result 
in favor of Mr, McDonell, but figures 
from several points are disputed by Mr. 
Armstrong's supporters. 

West Piunoe Albebt, June 27.— Hon. 
Wilfrid Laurier'B majority for Saskat- 
chewan still remains at 115, 
with several places to hear from. 
TheBe polls are very remote, being 
Meadow Lake, Green Lake, Lac la 
Rouge, Cumberland House, Birch River, 
The Pas, and Cedar Lake. The number 
of votes polled at these stations at paBt 
elections totalled over three hundred, 
but it iH unlikely that any such number 
was cast last Tuesday. 

Later information is that the Laurier 
people practically concede Saskatchewan 
to McKay on the number of votes cast, 
but say they will protest the election. 
This, however, ib improbable. Mr. 
Craig, the Independent candidate, lost 
his deposit, receiving only 20(5 votes out 
of the possible 2,200. 

London, June 27.— It is announced 
that Mr. Edward Blake, inemberof par- 
liament for the South Division of Long- 
ford, -who was leader of the Canadian 
Liberal party from 1880 to 1S87, will 
probably accept office in the new Lau- 
rier ministry. In 1801 he retired 
from political life in Canada, iBsiiiny, a 
manifesto disapproving of the issue of 
unrestricted reciprocity with the United 
States put forward by the Liberal party.

His body has been brought 
down by the Comox. lie is an English 
man, with no relatives here and m 
friends that are known elsewhere. His 
old associates will give him a decent 
burial in Vancouver. 

Mr. Browning, of the Horsefly mine, 
Cariboo, reports that a brick worth 
.$8,100 was the result of a partial clean- 
up oi gravel in the sluices, tho sides or 
ditches not being touched . There if 
abundant water and work is being pushei 
on the Horsefly and Cariboo. 

A resolution will be introduced at the 
next council meeting asking the provin- 
cial government to reduce the Vancouver 
police magistrate's salary from .fl,SO0 to 
$1,500. 

Another rich strike has been made 
twenty-seven miles from the now fam- 
ous Golden Eagle mine in Lillooet. 
The ore brought in ie free milling and 
very rich. Mr. A. EQinger, who- mi 
the strike, made an error In staking the 
claim and has returned to do somebli 
ing and properly stake out his proposi- 
tion. He has been taken in hand by 
three Vancouver men in a partnership 
venture. 

A letter has been received from Rivers 
Inlet by a Vancouver citizen stating that 
the strike among the fishermen was still 
on. The fishermen demand 10 cents per 
fish instead of 6 cents. 

The Knights of Pythias hold their 
memorial services on Sunday. An ora- 
tion is to be delivered by ex-Rev. G. R. 
Maxwell. 

A. W. Finbow, formerly of tho News- 
Advertiser, has had a remarkable and 
pleasant experience. Last week ho won 
the $2,000 appropriation in the Vancou- 
ver Building Society, and this week won 
a similar appropriation from the Ter- 
minal City Building Society. 

The finance committee has reduced 
the assessment on the telephone com 
pany'a switch board.

Present to the Queen Accepted 
and Appreciated. 



Lowe Inlet, June 19. — (Special) — The 
populace here was to-day in quite iillut- 
ter of excited anticipation on the ar- 
rival from Motlakatitla of the govern- 
ment steamer Vigilant, having on board 
the popular Indian agent, Mr. Todd, as 
the bearer of letters and presents from 
Her Majesty Queen Victoria to Chief 
Shakes, of the Kitkatla Indiana. 

Some time ago Shakes, in the gener- 
osity of his heart, having had a good 
season's lisliing, concluded that proba- 
bly Her Majesty, a Bister chieftain, 
would appreciate a pecuniary murk 
of appreciation, and remitted to 
her, through the Indian office, the sum 
of .f 1 00 in jrold, as mentioned in the 
Colonist at the time. 
HTo-day, through the Indian office, 
.Shakes has received a letter from the 
Governor-General of Canada enclosing 
another from lit. Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain, Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
conveying the information that his pre- 
sent hail been laid at the foot of the 
throne, and by Her Majesty moat crraoi- 
ously accepted, the Secretary of State 
having been commanded to forward to 
Shakes a return gift consisting of a full- 
sized framed picture of Her Majesty 
Queen Victoria, endorsed by her auto- 
graph, and two magnificent Scotch 
plaids, one for the chief and another for 
his wife. 

After rending the letters and having 
had them translated into the Tsitnpsian 
tongue, Mr. Todd in a short patriotic 
speech made the presentation. In re- 
ceivine the presents, Shakes, who was 
much delighted, said: "1 tliank Her 



Most Gracious Majesty Queen Vic- 
toria for her . condescension, and 
I thank God for the greatness 
which has come upon me. I 
shall always praise God and Queen Vic- 
toria, so that at the last day 1 may hope 
to meet and shake hands with her be- 
fore the great white throne and in 
the presence of the king of kings and 
chief of ch iefs." 

Amid cheers for the Queen the meet- 
ing dispersed, and the presents are now 
on view in the home of Shakes at Lowe 
Inlet. 

SPANISH CUBRENCY IN CUBA. 

Issue of Twelve Millions In Gold Bills Au- 
thorized- Weyler's Latest 
Decree. 

Havana, June 27. — A royal decree has 
been issued authorizing the .Spanish 
bank here to issue $12,000,(100 in gold 
bills, in denominations of $10, $5, if,'! and 
$1, and in fractional denominations of 
50, 20, 10 and 5 cents, the above sum to 
be delivered by the local treasury in 
payment of current obligations. The 
government will deposit in the vaults of 
the bank $3,000,000 in silver, besides a 
part of £he stamp tax collected by it. 
The government is authorized to enforce 
the circulation ol these notes. 

La Lucha strongly disapproves the de- 
cree. El Couimercio, the organ of the 
retailers, attacks the project bitterly. 
Other newspapers here simply give the 
news without comment. All the com- 
mercial organizations propose to bold a 
meeting to discuss the measure, which 
has created dissatisfaction. " 

New York, June 27. — A despatch to 
the World from Havana says: "The 
veriod within which, according to Gen. 
"Weyler's edict, all countrymen in Pinar 
del Rio must go to the towns or go to the 
insurgents expired to-day. Hereafter 
all who are found in the country will be 
held to be enemies. People are forbid- 
den to take out food for Artemisa."

THE BROTHERS KITCHENER. 

Interview With One of Them in Regard to 
the Nile Country. 

(From the Montreal Witness) 

Major-General Kitchener, commander 
of the Egyptian and British forces, 
whose ultimate object is now apparent, 
is the re-conquest of the Soudan, has 
had a stirring story. 

A glimpse of this was offered this 
morning by Lieut. -Colonel Kitchener, 
brother of the distinguished General, 
who is now at the St. Lawrence Hall. 
Lieut. -Colonel Kitchener has himself 
had a long and honorable record, 
although not so brilliant as that of him 
who is manifestly destined to make his- 
tory in Egypt. He has been in active 
service in India and Burmah for many 
years, and latterly he has been chief of 
the stall' at Jamaica. 

The Sirdar of the Egyptian army had 
his training in the Engineers at Wool- 
wich. His first public employment was 
in the exploration of Palestine. Here he 
was occupied for years, at the instance 
of a lar^e company which carried on ex- 
tensive exploration and excavation 
work, in which lie played a conspicuous 
part. Incidentally, he learned the 
language, and lived and comported him- 
self in all respects like an Arab. 

When Great Britain acquired the is- 
land of Cyprus, the General was em- 
ployed by the Salisbury government to 
make plans and maps of the same, and, 
generally, to do important surveying 
work. Shortly afterwards the first 
Egyptian war broke out, and the Gen- 
eral, obtaining a short leave of absence, 
found himself on board the flagship at 
the shelling of Alexandria. Sir 
Alexander Aii H on desired (o mnke 
him his A.D.I!., but he was re- 
called to his work at Cyprus, much 
to his disgust, for it was his hope to dis- 
tinguish himself in Egypt, whose prob- 
lems he understood, the language of 
whose people he spoke, and which, with 
unerring prescience, he divined would in 
the near future be the theatre of large 
events. However, he returned to Cyprus, 
finished his work, and received the 
thanks of the government. We next find 
him in conjunction with a French and 
German Commissioner, engaged on be- 
half of the government in the work oi 
delimiting the boundary line in Zanzi- 
bar. That he rendered signal service to 
the government in this connection is 
appared from the fact that upon the 
completion of his labors he was knighted. 

There was a second Egyptian war; 
there were defeats, and the death of 
notable generals, and the loss of pres- 
tige. In the expedition up the Nile he 
was employed in the intelligence depart- 
ment, from his acquaintance with the 
country and ids familiarity witli the 
tongue spoken by the native. He pushed 
on and on, and was the first to enter 
Dongola. Here there was a moment of 
awful suspense, fraught with the gravest 
consequences to the General. The ques- 
tion was, would Dongola side with the 
enemy or with the British? The de- 
cision was at last made in favor of the 
latter. 

" It is a curious circumstance," said 
Lieut. -Colonel Kitchener, " that my 
brother is now in charge of an expedition 
whose objective point is Dongola, which 
ho entered yearsago under circumstances 
so different from those under which he 
will enter it now. 

" He greatly regretted that he was not 
present at Tel-el Kebir, but, appointed 
to a cavalry commanded, he was pre- 
sent at Abou-Kiea, and had a brush 
with Osman Digna. It, was there, I may 
say, he was shot in the cheek. The 
doctors laid bare the whole side of his 
face, in a vain attempt to find the bullet. 
They said lie could not live. My sister 
went out from England to nurse him. 

" Why, I believe," said my brother 
one dav, " I believe thai I have swallow- 
ed the bullet." 

" The surgeons laughed quietly. They 
knew better." 

" But he did swallow it," said Lieut. - 
Colonel Kitchener, exultantly, " and the 
fact was demonstrated, much to the eon- 
fusion of the surgeons, and the quiet 
satisfaction of my brother." 

" Do you think the present ex|>editioii 
means a good deal more than the occu- 
pation of Dongola? Is it your belief that 
the attempt will be made to completely 
quash the Mahdi with the view to the 
ultimate occupation of the Soudan bv 
the British? " 

1 have not. heard from my brotherfor 
a month, but, from what I can gather, 
it. is reasonably certain that the expedi- 
tion will have a larger scope than was at 
first anticipated. The allusion of Lord 
Salisbury in the House of Lords recent- 
ly, would seem to confirm this.'

Rates Five Per Cent. 

Chicago, June 27. — fire insurance 
agents threaten to take revenge on every 
property owner in Chicago in retaliation 
for the passage by the ci y council of an 
ordinance taxing all agents whose com- 
panies are not. Illinois corporations, two 
per cent, on their irross premiums. This 
money goes to the maintenance of fire 
departments. The agents met in special 
snssion and there was also an emergency 
meeting of the Chicago underwriters' 
association, which decided to raise the 
insurance rates in the city 5 per cent.

AN IMPENDING DISGRACE. 

It is to be hoped that tho citizens of 
Victoria will, before it is too late, enter 
an energetic protest against the project 
to build a makeshift bridge across the 
Arm at Point Ellice. To carry out the 
decision of the Council to spend !f5,L'00 
in erecting a pile bridge for vehicular 
and foot traffic only would be simply to 
disgrace the city. Victoria would really 
deserve the reproach of being a moss 
back city if the City Council were per- 
mitted to throw away the money of the 
taxpayers in constructing what must of 
necessity be a mere temporary rattletrap 
structure. 

It is said that the Victoria Municipal 
Reform Association declared that it is in 
favor of the erection of a temporary 
bridge. We sliould like very much to 
know who attended the meeting of the 
Association at which a resolution to this 
effect was passed. We are certain if the 
names of the citizens who voted for the 
resolution were known it would he seen 
that they do not represent the intelli 
gence or the enterprise of the city. Hole 
and corner meetings of persons calling 
themselves a Municipal Reform Associ 
ation are unworthy the attention of the 
City Council. If there is really such an 
association in existence its meetings 
should be public and the citizens should 
know the uames of the men who 
take upon themselves to recommend 
to the City Council, not a civic reform, 
but something as opposite to a reform 
us any proposal could well be. 

We are very sure that the intelligent 
men of the city who have its. prosperity 
really at heart and desire it to be in 
every respect a credit to the province, 
would not consent to have it deformed 
by such a bridge as the City Counci 
propose to build. 

A moment's reflection should con- 
vince anyone capable of forming an 
opinion on the subject that a bridge 
connecting Victoria with Esquimalt 
sliould be a ertnanent structure, sub- 
stantially built of the very best mater 
ial, and capable of affording 
sufficient accommodation lor the 
traffic of the city for many 
years to come. Such a bridge 
from the standpoint of economy alone 
would bo the right one to build. If a 
good bridge of the proper sort had been 
built at that point in the first instance 
it would be to-day not a mere useless 
wreck but as good as new and capable of 
supplying the requirements of the city 
for many years to come. It would, in 
fact, outlast half a dozen rattletraps such 
as the one that was built and the one 
that it is now proposed to build. It 
would, in point of fact, have been a 
cheap bridge even if the lirst cost ap> 
peared to unreflecting people to lie very 
large. 

As the citizens of Victoria in the 
future would be benefited by a sub 
stantial well constructed bridge, it is 
only right that they should be required 
to pay their share of its cost. To build 
such a bridge as ought to span the Arm 
out of current revenue is both ex- 
travagant and unjust. If a bridge, pro- 
portionate to the Bize and importance of 
this city of Victoria and affording 
adequate accommodation to its inhabi- 
tants, were constructed it would be one 
of the most valuable of the city's assets. 
The time is not far distant when such a 
bridge must be built, and the greater 
part of the money spent in building the 
City Council's fivo thousand dollar 
bridge will be simply thrown away. 

The citizens, if they do not want 
to Hee their city disfigured and dis- 
graced and its money wasted— or like 
that expended on building the Point 
Kllice bridge now in ruins, worse than 
wasted— should take immediate action in 



the matter. A recent amendment made 
to tho Municipal Act requires the citi- 
zens to take. the initiative in raising the 
money for the construction of any con- 
siderable public work. Section (59 of the 
Municipal Clauses act of 1S9G, pro- 
vides that " No by-law for raising upoh 
the credit of the city any money not re- 
quired for its ordinary expenditure 
(and not payable within the 
municipal year) shall be intro- 
duced and passed by the Council unless 
(in addition to other requirements) a 
petition signed by the owners of at 

least one-tenth of the 

value of real property in city munici- 
palities (as shown by the last revised 
assessment roll) has been presented to 
the Council requesting them to intro- 
duce such a by-law." 

The Council, it should be remember- 
ed, cannot move in the matter until the 
petition mentioned above is presented to 
it. But that petition has nothing to do 
with securing the passage of the by-law 
after it is framed. The by-law cannot 
be passed by a mere majority. It will 
require three-fifths of the votes polled to 
be favorable to the raising of the loan ';o 
make the by-law valid. Are there not 
citizens public-spirited enough to get up 
the petition and to procure the requisite 
number of signatures? If the city is to 
have a good bridge and to be saved from 
disgrace this must 1)0 done. 



that they are, morally or intellectually, 
at all short of being perfect. Even Mr. 
McCarthy will have now to admit that 
French-Canadians as a people are intel- 
ligent and have wills of their own. Of 
course when tho Quebec peasants become 
tired of Grit rule and help to drive tho 
Liberals from place and power, as they 
have done more than once or twice be- 
fore now, they will fall many degrees 
lower in the moral and intellectual 
scale.

A CHANGE OF VIEW. 

The Grit organs cannot conceal their 
chagrin at the defeat which their party 
has sustained in this city of Victoria. 
They affect to feel sorry that its citizens 
are not on the winning side. We regret 
to find that our contemporaries have 
such bad memories. If they were right 
in the past when they expatiated so 
earnestly on the advantage that it would 
be to Victoria to have two Opposition 
members in the House of Commons, 
they ought to congratulate Victorians 
that they have elected Messrs. Prior and 
Earle. Those gentlemen are now— or 
will be soon — Opposition members, and 
will bo in a position to do what 
the Grit organs maintained that Op- 
position members only can do for 
the constituency. We know that the 
Grits have got into the habit of singing 
different tunes at different times and in 
different localities, but they might be 
consistent now and then if it were only 
for a change. 

Col. Prior and Mr. Earle, we have no 
doubt, will make very good Opposition 
members. They will keep the four Grit 
members up to their duty. They will 
not fail to remind them of their election 
professions and their election promises. 
And they may for variety just hint to 
them that it will not do for litem to he- 
long to the " thumbs-up brigade," that 
they must give a lively kick now and 
then, even if they should make them- 
selves ridiculous by their kicking. 
We wonder which of the Grit mem- 
bers returned from British Columbia 
will have a policy of his own, and will 
undertake to lecture Mr. Laurier or Sir 
Richard Cartwright upon what he ought 
to do and what he should refrain from 
doing. Some of them were very inde- 
pendent and wonderfully self-sufficient 
when they were seeking the suffrages of 
the electors. How long will it tako them 
to form a proper estimate of their politi - 
cal standing when they get to Ottawa? 
Will the irrepressible Mr. Max veil — we 
presume that he will drop the " Rev." 
now that he has become a mere layman 
like tho rest of his fellow members — get 
a little restive now and then and resent 
the application of the party laBh 
when it is found necessary to make 
him toe the line? He will find 
to his sorrow that the Grits are strict 
disciplinarians, and that they can be at 
times not a little tyrannical. And it 
will never do for tho member disciplined 
to cry out. For his cries of pain would 
only amuse the hard-hearted Tories. 
Messrs. Prior and Earle will no doubt 
get some am.ttsement on seeing the 
bumptious membersof the Grit awkward 
squad snubbed when they blunder and 
hecome too presumptions. 

Now that we think of it, as Opposition 
members Victoria's representatives will 
be of considerable use to Victoria and to 
the rest of the province by keeping the 
four Grit British Columbians up to the 
mark. We are greatly mistaken if they 
do not prove thorns in the side of the 
triumphant Grits.

These cans formed 
part, of a largo consignment labelled 
" The Occidental Novelty Co., Sydney, 
Aus.," and numbered 1 to 122. The 
cases were shipped by two men at Vic- 
toria who took second-class passage to 
the Colonies. Fortunately they were up 
town when the accident happened which 
may give the steamship officials an op- 
portunity to get some valuable informa- 
tion concerning the cases before the two 
gentlemen reach Sydney, as they clearly

Humor at the expense of the ice baron 
is always timely in the summer months, 
and any veteran joke served up freshly 
garnished could be'relied upon to tickle 
the palates of the readers of comic week- 
lies. Butall this will soon give way De- 
fore the onward march of progress, for 
an invention is soon to be put upon the 
market that will enable any housekeep- 
er, by the expenditure of a sum that is 
a mere bagatelle, to keep herself sup- 
plied with ice the year around. 

Mr. James P. O'Brien is the inventor, 
and his creation, protected letters 
patent and now in process of 
manufacture, consists of a box about 
the size and shape of an ordi- 
nary ice box. Down the centre of the 
box" runs a cylinder for the water that, is 
to he turned to ice, and around this 
cylinder are cells, in which are placed 
the chemicals whose action freezes the 
water. On the top of the box is a crank 
like the handle of a street piano. This 
handle is connected with a shaft on 
which are fastened fan blades. Do you 
want ice for the day? Just fill up the 
cylinder with water, says the inventor 
of the new style ice box, turn the crank 
for fifteen minutes, giving yourself just 
enough exercise to make the blood cir- 
culate ami to sharpen the appetite for 
breakfast. The fan acts on the chemi- 
cals, the chemicals act on the water. At 
le end of the prescribed time take out 
cylinder, and, presto! there you 
have a round block of glistening ice. 

The nature of the chemicals ia the 
secret of the inventor. This secret he 
will not divulge, except so far as to say 
that the chemicals have heretofore serv- 
ed no useful purpose because no' use 
could ho found for them, although they 
were known to chemists. It will be an 
easy matter, in all probability, for a 
chemist to analyze the contents of the 
ice box and discover what these chemi- 
cals are, but it will be a misdemeanor to 
use them except in connection with the 
company's freezers, as they will bo fully 
protected. 

The cost of ice produced by this pro 
cess, it is claimed, will be $1.40 a year. 
This is the amount the company to be 
formed for the sale of the boxes will 
charge for chemicals sufficient to 
last a year. There is to he no other ex 
pense. The freezer will contain compart- 
ments for the storage of household sup 
plies that are usually kept in the ice 
box. In addition to being in close con- 
tiguity to the ice, the provisions wiil be 
kept cool by the currents of air that 
freeze the water. 

Such a thing as ice made with neat- 
ness and despatch in your own home 
sounds chimerical, hut the invention 
described has so impressed the mem- 
bers of the New York Building Depart- 
ment tiiat, according to the inventor, 
they have decided to recommend build- 
ers, in erecting new houses, to include 
one of the freezers in the fixtures of the 
building, just as they now include 
stoves and l urn aces. 

The freezers are to be made to sell, at 
the household size, for $15 each, and 
will last for ten years, by renewing the 
chemicals once a year. These chemicals 
will be supplied by the freezer company 
only. The company will keep the 
freezers in order and the chemicals in 
good condition.

ENGLAND WEAK IN THE FAR 
EAST. 

[From tho London Chronicle ] 
The rapid advance of Russia in the 
Far East presents for England a giave 
problem. From the opening of China 
to the outbreak of the Ohino-Japan- 
eae war Great Britain has held the posi- 
tion of paramount power, both in arms 
and in commerce, in that part of the 
world. Since the latter event, however, 
we have fast been losing that position. 

With Russia's desire for an ice-free 
port we have every sympathy, but Port 
Arthur cannot he "that port without 
British interests being put in jeopardy. 
The sooner this fact is conveyed to the 
knowledge of Prince Lobanoff the less 
acme will the subsequent negotiations 
become. 

Moreover, our naval strength in tho 
far East is not what it should he in view 
of the rapid development of events there. 
For the first time in our history we are 
distinctly the second power at, sea there, 
and, in view of the Franco- Russian al- 
liance, very much the inferior power. 
And the far Eastern question, as Lord 
Rosebery has said, is a more weighty 
one and alarming one for us than the 
near Eastern question which has been 
the bogey of our diplomatists for so 
many years.

On many of tho new fabrics loops and 
tufts of pure .-ilk are thrown up in ridges 
on the surface in parallel lines. It is some- 
times dillicult to decide whet her these tufts 
are really of silk or only of (lu.o wool. In 
the mohair cloths they look like silk, but 
are actually very line mohair worked in 
upon a groundwork of two colors, such as 
red and green, black and amber, blue and 
gold. Alpacas and mohairs, plain and fig- 
ured, are iu such demand that manufac- 
turers expect shortly to be behind with the 
supply.

LANDSCAPE DRAWING. 

Interesting F :le«9 For tho Amateur In 
Art—! :.i .,:iuv, For Painting. 

Though ii is perhaps more difficult to 
escel in landscape) than in figure paint- 
ing, it is easier to produce satisfactory 
and even valuable work. This is a 
pleasant assurance, coming as it does 
from such good authority us Art Ama- 
teur, -which explains as follows : 

A long cour.se of study of drawing is 
necessary to enable the student to pro- 
duce a passable figure, but if ho have a 
feeling for natural beauty a little prac- 
tice ■will enable him to do meritorious 
work in landscape, A sufficient mastery 
of drawiug may bo acquired in a few 
■winters by studying from copy and from 
still life objects indoors. That is suffi- 
cient to begin with, for the better the 
landscape painter draws the easier it is 
for him to paint well and tho moro his 
painting signifies. 

The drawing which a landscape paint- 
er executes with pencil or charcoal or 
crayon beforo commencing to paint is 
usually nothing more than a simple 
"blocking out" or "placing" of the 
principal forms which ho intends to get 
into his picture. Let us suppose that his 
subject includes a large tree with a rock 
on ono side and a house on the other. 
Ho stays to himself: "I will place my 
tree here, near the center of the picture. 
It is to be so high, consequently so 
broad. Tho rock is at such a distance to 
tho right, the house so for to tho left 
Neither is as high as tho tree ; the rock 
not so high as the house. " And so he 
goes on making general observations 
liko theso as to the size and position of 
important objects and indicating his 
conclusions slightly and without going 
into detail. 

The student should continuo to work 
just as simply, at first, when ho takes 
up his brush. He should go on working 
in largo masses, and should ask himself 
— to keep to our illustration — just how 
much darker is tho green of tho tree 
than the gray of tho rock, how much 
darker the shadows than the lights, what 
rolatiou exists between the sky and the 
objects that appear against it, and be- 
tween these same objects again and the 
foreground. Little by little one will ac 
quiro the ability to introduce minor 
forms, while becoming more correct in 
the drawing of tho larger masses.

The Competition Mile in 2.16- 
Manuing Hill Rides to Pacing 
in 2.11. 



For the First Time the Deemings 
Cannot Hold Their 
Company. 



A brand new set of provincial records, 
coincident with fast races, hot finishes 
and a general distribution of prizes in 
the well-filled professional events at 
least, made yesterday's meet at the Oak 
Bay track, under the auspices of the 
Victoria Wheelmen's Club, memorable 
in many respects. There was of course 
a feature— aside from the pretty exhi- 
bition work of Ed. J, Baisden, the 
fancy rider — and this developed in the 
sensational wins of Spain, the Burrard 
Bicycle Club's representative in the 
amateur ranks, who at every dis- 
tance over the third ran away 
from all his rivals, including sev- 
eral of the first grade celebrities 
of the Northwest. The pacing in all the 
professional distance races was admir- 
ably handled by the Shirack brothers, of 
Tacoma, and to their speed and steadi- 
ness was due in large measure the bring- 
ing down of the British Columbia mark 
for the mile in competition from 2.23 2-T> 
to 2.10 1-6. They also assisted in the 
demolishing of the " mile against time," 
which before had stood at Eli Wine- 
sett's 2.15, carrying Manning F. Hill 
around in splendid style when he rode 
an exhibition mile in 2.11. Had the 
pacing been as satisfactory when W. J. 
Evans went out to reduce if possible the 
Canadian record of 1,69, that speedy 
pedaller would in all probability 
have been successful in the trial; 
us it was the second tandem failed to 
make a sharp pick- tip, and Evans was 
forced to abandon his formidable task 
after doing the half in considerably bet- 
ter than 00 seconds. The meeting from 
the standpoint of the sport-loving spec- 
tator, as well as from that of the racing 
enthusiast, was in every way satisfactory 
and successful, thoroughly justifying the 
many expressions of congratulation that 
on the conclusion of the fast event were 
addressed to the officers of the day. 
Those gentlemen were: C. H. Gibbons, 
releree; Harry Wille, starter; H.Kent, 
E. VY. Bradley, S. P. Moody and W, A. 
McNeilly. judges ; C. Bush, clerk of the 
course; W.H. Perry, G. H. Seelig and 
H. R. Ella, scorers ; G. E. Trorey (offi- 
cial), T. W. Edwards and C. Wenger, 
timers.

THE AMATEUR EVENTS. 

Spain, the Vancouver Star, Surprises His 
Opponents With That High Gear. 

As usual the novice race was won by 
the local club, which has a happy knack 
of picking up promising youngsters. 
This time it was A If. Morris, who, start- 
ing with a field of live, led the company 
home with a cyclonic long spurt, in the 
fast time of 2.34 4-5. L. A. Wolff was 
ten lengths away when the winner cross- 
ed the line. 

In the two-thirds mile amateur, tho 
first trial heat produced a magnificent 
race from the start, Eddie Allen, the 
Spokane star, leading in Mackay, tho 
pride of Portland, in the creditable time 
of 1.44, The second heat fell to Penwill, 
of Victoria, in 2.04, the finish being a 
very pretty one. Essary, who finished 
second, was reported for fouling Morgan 
on the back stretch, hut as the sufferer 
was willing to accept the explanation of 
"accidental" he was allowed to com- 
pete in the final. In this he was even 
better placed, running out Morgan by a 
wheel length, with Mackay third. The 
Seattle man is a strong and coo! track 
rider and only requires to give a little 
more attention to the rule against close 
cutting, to become recognized as one of 
the hardest racers of the North Pacific 
Coast. 

The 2.45 class mile was mortgaged to 
Spain from the instant that he turned 
into the back stretch and proceeded to 
wind up his big gear. Morris was mak- 
ing pace at tho time, and the others 
trailing him close. The quarter mark 
had barely been passed when there was 
a settling about, and tiie dark crimson 
of the Vancouver boy was seen on the 
outside of the track — just in the best 
position to get all the benefit of the drop 
into the long stretch. Then, aB the high 
gear got in its work, every revolution of 
the cranks left the party further behind 
and the ex-lacrossistof the Burrard 's fui r- 
ly flew homeward. It is not every man 
by any means that can hope to. do good 
racing with an extra high gear— few in- 
deed have the strength requisite to spurt 



with .92 and hold the jump for the bet- 
ter part of a quarter. This was Spain's 
programme, by which he h«d counted 
upon winning— and by which he won. 
Essary tried hard to catch him in the 
ciass mile, hut the only satisfaction lie 
obtained was that of finishing a fair 
second. 

In the amateur open mile ho pursued 
practically the same tactics, both in his 
h eat and in the final, In the former he 
had against him Morgan, Mackay 
and Wolff who came in in 
the order named, Allen and Penwili 
were first and second in their heat, the 
Spokane lad, who had never beforo rid- 
den on a banked track, showing up well 
as a finisher. The final failed to come 
within the timo limit placed on it, and 
had to be a second time contested, 
Spain winning on botli occasions. Al- 
len and Morgan came together on the 
track in the futile ride, apparently 
through the former's unfamiliarity with 
track riding, and were badly cut up, 
though not seriously. It was Allen who, 
in the decisive round, responded to 
Spain's rush, and who fought him for 
the coveted first position all the way to 
the line. 

It would naturally be expected that 
with four illustrations before them of 
Spain's plan to win races, the riders op- 
posed to him would have laid out their 
line of action by the time the two miles 
was called, to draw his spurt pre- 
maturely and tire the "high gear 
man " 'from Vancouver. Veteran track 
generals doubtless would have, but the 
amateur company were content to take 
their turns in pacing as before — and see 
Spain go through his customary perform- 
ance when the proper time came. Mac- 
kay and Morgan raced home together in 
sociable team hut cou Id not get better 
than second and third respectively. 

It was Spain's day to win. 



WITH THE PROFESSIONALS. 

Fast Tandem Pacing Proves Too Much for 
the Hitherto Invincible Deemings. 

The long-looked-for opportunity came 
at last in the professional races yester- 
day for the Deemings to be judged on 
their merits in really hot com- 
pany. And then they were 
found wanting. "Jim," the elder 
brother, was really far out of racing con- 
dition, but Albert, the provincial cham- 
pion, had no complaint to make in this 
regard, and was simply sacrificed to the 
pace. 

In the one-third neither of the bro- 
thers survived the selection heats, in the 
first of which C. E. Dow of Seattle sur- 
prised tbe Californians by coming to the 
mark a full wheel in front of both Ter- 
rill and Campbell. The latter had in 
fact a hard tussel to finish in front of 
little "Red Hiding Hood," as Burt 
Rucker has been affectionately chris- 
tened Bince his arrival in Victoria. The 
time for the heat was caught at .45. 

The second heat of this race was a 
magnificent struggle in the stretch be- 
tween Evans, Staver and Freeman, the 
latter possibly the prettiest finisher in 
tbe visiting company. On this occasion 
he brought out his jump a little too 
late, Staver having the race in hand a3 
they swung into the straight and finish- 
ing first by a toot, while Freeman and 
Evans rode a terrific dead heat for 
second position — both thereby quali- 
fying. This time the winner's time 
was ,45 2-5. 

In the final Dow again surprised tbe 
Southerners, proving himself a foeman 
to be reckoned with on every occasion. 
He was given hard hard work in the 
last three hundred yards, Terrill fight- 
ing savagely for the honors but being 
unable to overhaul thespeeuy Seattleite. 
The order at the line was — Dow, Terrill, 
Freeman. 

The mile professional, with $110 in 
cash to reward the victors, produced, as 
anticipated, the greatest race of the day 
—and not only this but the greatest 
British Columbia has ever seen. It was 
a strong battle through all the stages, 
and when the finish came it was so hot 
a one that the grand stand went wild 
with excitement. The heats were 
unpaced, but there was no loafing 
anil no complaint on the score of the 
time. In the first heat, tho starters 
were Johnson, of the V.W.C.; W. W. 
Gray, of Nunaimo ; Albert Deeming, 
Burt Rucker, Terrill and Staver. The 
six hunched close from the pistol Bhot, 
and Johnson was brought to the ground 
at the first turn by a spill, which he 
ascribed to Deeming. The latter in 
turn claimed to have been crowded by 
Burt Rucker, and on this was permitted 
to ride in the final, although he failed 
to qualify in the usual way, The heat 
went to Staver and Rucker. 

The second heat was won by Evans, 
with Freeman well up, from Campbell, 
Dow, Manning Hill and J. Deeming, the 
last mentioned rider having in reality 
no place in the running. 

But it was in the final that the battle 
royal was waged. The Siiirack brothers 
tandem team were up for the pacing and 
Evans, at the pole, jumped for the two- 
wheeler at the pistol shot and caught it. 
The pacers had steam up quickly enough 
to suit anyone and soon worked up terri- 
fic speed — though not too much by any 
means for Evans, who trailed easily and 
smoothly as a perfect piece of machinery 
right at the wheel, Staver and Freeman 
glued on like leeches behind. Deeming 
and Rucker kept with the company for 
the first third ; then the pace became too 
hot for the Wellington lad, He made a 
dying spurt— went ahead of the tandem 
on the outside for two brief seconds or 
thereabouts, while the crowd shouted in 
excitemen to " Look at Deeming now." 
Then he dropped to the rear and cut 
across for his dressing room, 

For the first time since their appear- 
ance in British Columbia cycling the 
Deemings had been run oil* their feet, 

The fast flying tandem — with Evans, 
Staver and Freeman attached— sped on 
at constantly increasing speed until the 
"pacers draw out post" was reached, 
anil the trio left the two-wheeler behind 
them and started the struggle in the 
stretch. Every inch was contested, tbe 
home-coming being cyclonic, and at the 
wire a generotiB umbrella would have 
covered the three. Evans had held lus 
lead from the tandem, and won the 
chief prize of the day; Staver wrested 
second money from Freeman by n scant 
two inches. 

Terrill, Staver, Rucker, Freeman, Dow 
and Campbell started in the final of the 
professional two miles, Terrill getting 
the tandem. On the second or 
third lap there wits a crash in 
the hack stretch — caused, according to 
the umpire's report, by Dow fouling 
Terrill after several warnings from that 
rider. Both men came down, and 
Freeman passed over ono of them. 
Campbell had in the meantime caught 
the tandem, and with Staver and Rucker
